The most striking feature of the 
will of the Prince Imperial is the 
strong pride in the name of Napoleon 
and tho real faith in the cause. Ho 
urges his mother to remember that so 
long as there are Bonapartists the Im- 
perial cause will have a representative, 
and that the line will not end with 
him. He adjures her tc defend the 
memory of his great uncle and his 
father, "and expresses a hope that the 
time may come when the bodies of the 
three Napoleons may rest together in 
tho tomb now tenanted alone by the 
founder of tho family. The will is 
written in the Prince's own hand, and is 
dated Chislehurst, February 20, 1S7G. 
Tho following are tho chief points: I 
die in the Catholic Apostolic and Ro- 
man religion, in which I was born. I 
desire that my body shall bo placed 
near that of my father, pending the 
time when they shall both be transport- 
ed to whore the founder of our house 
reposes in the midst of the French 
people, who we have, like him, dearly 
loved. My last thought will be for my 
country. It is for France that I would 
wish to die. I constitute my well be- 
loved mother, Empress Eugenie, my 
solo legatee, she being charged with 
attonding to the following legacies: I 
leave 200,000 francs for my cousin, 
Prince J. N. Murat; I leave 100,000 
francs to M. F. Pietri, in gratitude for 
his good service; I leave 100,000 francs 
to M. Lebaron Corvisart, in acknow- 
ledgment of his devotion; I leave 100,- 
000 francs to M'lle De Larminat, who 
has always shown herself so attached 
to my mother; I leave 100,000 francs 
to M. A. Filou, my old tutor; I leave 
100,000 francs to M. L. N. C'onneau; 
100,000 francs to M. N. Espinasse; 
100,000 francs to Capt. A. Bizot, ray 
oldest friend. I desire that my dear 
mother shall pay a pension for life of 
10,000 francs to Prince L. L, Bona- 
parte, a life pension of 5,000 francs to 
M. Bachon, my old equerry, and a life 
pension of 2,500 francs each to M'nie 
Thierry and to Ahlmann. I desire 
that all my other servants be never de- 
prived of their situations.

Canada would seem to have got the 
best of the bargain in the matter of 
compensation in the surrender of the 
fishery privileges. The New York Times 
gives some figures as to the real value 
of the privileges for which the United 
StateB havo paid §5,500,000 under the 
Halifax award. These show that the 
total value of all the mackerel caught 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, whether 
within or without the three mile 
limit, during the five years covered by 
tho treaty was less than ono-fifth the 
award to Canada. At the same time 
duties were remitted to tho Canadians 
on fish sent to the United States under 
the provisions of the treaty of Wash- 
ington amounting to §1,963,821. This 
is certainly not a brilliant showing for 
American interests or American diplo- 
macy, and may fairly offset charges of 
undue advantage gained by the Geneva 
award. The not results in either case, 
tho Times thinks, arc not such as to 
encourage the advocates of the settle- 
ment of disputes by arbitration. 

COAL OIL. 

The new fire test imposed by the 
Canadian Act for coal oil is 130. 
The former test was 114; but it was 
found that it did not secure perfect 
immunity from accident. There is very 
little coal oil in the Prov ince that will 
withstand the new test and a marked 
and excessively annoying advance in 
cost has taken place. Coal oil is selling 
here at $7.50 by the case of ten gallons, 
an advance of about §2. The steamer 
Empire, which sailed yesterday for San 
Francisco, has on board 180 cases of 
underproof oil, rejected by the inspec- 
tors. At present rates gas will be 
found less expensive than oil, and we 
may consequently look for an increased 
demand for the former as winter ap- 
proaches. 

THE CAPE HE ALE LIGHT. 

Sufficient is disclosed by the tenor of 
Mr. Emanuel Cox's letter, in yester- 
day's issue of this journal, to justify an 
inquiry into the condition of the 
light and its surroundings at Cape 
Beale. Mr. Cox complains that the 
machinery that revolves the light will 
not work and that it is therefore n 
stationary light, while it is laid down 
in "notices to mariners" as a revolving 
light! Could anything appeal more 
strongly to the Ottawa Government 
than this letter? The new Agent of 
the Marino and Fisheries has his work- 
out out for him. It is terrible to 
think that lives and property should 
bo placed in jeopardy by die reported 
condition of matters at Cape Beale.

ENGLAND AND IRELAND. 

London, July 21. — In consequence 
of a report that an attempt w ould be 
made on Saturday to wreck tho Royal 
railway train en route from Windsor 
to Portsmouth, the most extraordinary 
precautions were taken during the pas- 
sage of the train. It was preceded by 
pilot engines and every bridge, cutting 
and thicket was searched. 

During tho visit of the Duke of 
Cambridge, Commander-in-Chief of the 
British Army, to the camp of the Can- 
adian riflemen, on Saturday, Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach, Colonial Secretary, an- 
nounced that the Queen had agreed to 
a proposal which would enable success- 
ful students in the Canadian military 
college to compoto for appointment in 
the English army. 

The grand juries of Westmeath and 
Mayo have passed a resolution calling 
attention to the serious agitation 
against payments of rents, of intimida- 
tion and lawlessness, and pointing out 
the 1 o:essity of executive officers being 
armed with increased powers. 

In the House of Commons the len- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs stated 
that negotiations were proceeding be- 
tween the German and other govern- 
ments in regard to the Samoan Islands. 

London, July 21. — Sporting corres- 
pondents state that Lorrillard's bay 
colt Uncas is amiss, and will not start 
for the Goodwood Stakes. 

The Nottingham cricketers will leave 
for America on August 28th. 

London, July 21. — In the first stage 
of competition for the Albert Prize 
Rigby, of the Irish Rifle Association, 
scored 100 and Milton Farrow, an 
American, 97. Lieut. -Col. Fenton, an 
Englishman, won the Curtis it Harvey 
prize. Frank Hyde, American, and 
an Englishman tied for a second prize, 
which they divided. In the Whitby 
competition Hyde obtained the sixth 
prize. 

In the GOO yards range at Wimble- 
don for the Allsop Prize Fenton scored 
2-1 and Farrow, an American, 33. 
Taking the result of the 200 and GOO 
yard ranges together, Farrow and Fen- 
ton are a tie, heading other competitors 
by one point. The result now depends 
on the 900 yards range. Frank Hyde, 
an American, made 33 points at the 
GOO yard range. In the shooting match 
at 600 yards for the Albert Prize 
Lieut. Court and Lieut-Col. Gibson, 
Canadians, made a score of 33 each. In 
the contest for the prize given by 
Pigeon, Wilkes and Lawrence Lieut. 
Adams, Canadian, and Hyde, Ameri- 
can, scored 35 each. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, July 21. — Prince Charles 
of Roumania, it is reported, has threat- 
ened to abdicate unless the Jews are 
emancipated. 

RUSSIA, 

St. Petersburg, July 21. - The 
Minister of tho Interior has received a 
telegram from the Governor of Nijni 
Novgorod stating that a fire broke out 
there on Saturday. The Bazaar and 
many houses and shops were destroyed. 
While the fire was raging an explo- 
sion occurred in one of the shops, kill- 
ing 21 persons. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, July 21 — Emperor William 
has in substance approved the sentence 
pronounced by the second court-mar- 
tial on the officers tried for the Grosser 
Kerfurst disaster. According to in- 
formation published in Cologne, the 
only point the Emperor has taken ex- 
ception to is the acquittal of officer 
Mans, for whose trial a third court- 
martial is called. 

CANADA. 
Cartwrioiit, Out., July 21. — Julius 
Jack's house was burned to-day, and 
two children perished in tho flames. 

MEMPHIS. 
Memphis, July 21,— Twenty one ad- 
ditional cases of yellow fever were re- 
ported to the Board this afternoon, 
which a makes a total of 3G reported 
for the day. This large increase is the 
accumulation of several days, as most 
persons have been ill from three to five 
days. The majority of the sick are pro- 
gressing favorably.

Constantinople, July 20. — Russia 
lias made representations to the Powers 
insisting on a revision of tho frontier of 
Arabia before she evacuates Bulgaria.

Prince Leopold was installed Master 
of the Lodge of Antiquity on the 25th 
ult. The lodge itself is, with the ex- 
ception of the Kilwinning, the oldest 
in the craft, and acts from immemorial 
antiquity. Tho Prince's great-uncle, 
tho Duke of Sussex, was master of the 
lodge for thirty-four years, and among 
the curiosities belonging to it are the 
trowels used by the Duke when laying 
the foundation stones, among them be- 
ing that of the Caledonian Asylum. 
Other relics date still further back. 
Tho mallet used was presented to the 
lodge by Sir Christopher Wren, who 
was master of the lodge during 18 
years, and who initiated William the 
Third into Frcemasonaiy. This mallet 
was used by Charles the Second to lay 
tho foundation-stone of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and was made ont of a 
piece of wood of old St. Paul. Another 
is a piece of stone dug up when laying 
the foundation-3tone of the Cathedral, 
and belonging to the Temple of Diana, 



which in the days when the Romans 
occupied Britain stood on the site 
of the great Cathedral of the city. 

The English Church Missionary So- 
ciety has an income of £187,000. 

Mr. John Bright contemplates an 
autumnal visit to the United States if 
circumstances should be favourable for 
him this year. 

Six men were recently killed through 
the breaking of tho rope of a cage in 
which they were being lowered into 
tho Cwmvon colliery, in Glamorgan- 
shire. 

For the first time in the history of 
Wesleyen Methodism in the three 
kingdoms, reporters have been admit- 
ted to the sittings of the Conference at 
Belfast. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a letter 
to the Rev. Principal Rainy on the 
disestablishment question. Tho Princi- 
pal had pointed out the disturbing 
effect of the speeches of Mr. Adams, 
the Liberal whip, leaving it to be sup- 
posed that the heads of the Liberal 
party had changed their ideas on the 
disestablishment question, and point- 
ing out the influence these would have 
in dividing the party. Mr. Gladstone 
in his reply, which has received the 
sanction of Lord Hartington, states 
that there is no change whatever in 
his position from what was given in 
his utterances, and adhering to what 
Lord Hartington indicated on the sub- 
ject, deprecates the raising of the ques- 
tion by the Liberals as a party until a 
distinct opinion has been expressed by 
tho people of Scotland in regard to it. 
The reply is deemed unsatisfactory by 
all parties.

At a recent Sunday evening meet- 
ing in the Catholic Church at Rochest- 
er, Minn, 1200 persons stood up and 
repeated after Father Turner a pledge 
to abstain from all intoxicating drinks 
for a year. 

According to Sir Author Gordon, of 
the Fiji Islands, 1 02,000 out of a total 
population of some 1 20,000 of the 
island attend the Wesleyan chapels, 
and most of tho rest attend some other 
place of worship. 

Th" ministers of the Free Church of 
Scotland have been enjoined by the 
General Assembly to discountenance! 
rallies or bazaar lotteries and other 
similar methods of raising money for 
religious purposes. 

At tho annual meeting of the English 
Church Union (Rituah'sc), held re- 
cently, it was reported that in the 
course of last year 84 clergymen and 
1,354 laymen joined the union, winch 
brings up the roll of membership to 2,- 
533 clergymen and 15,245 of the lay i- 
ty, or a total of 27,770. The sustenta- 
tion fund for the support of clergymen 
who may be prosecuted ha' 1 received up 
to the end of last year donations and 
promises to tho amount of §16,090. 
Only $400 had been disbursed. 

A minister of the church of England, 
at Cirencester, having refused to ad- 
minister the sacrament to a lady bo- 
cause she had married the husband of 
her deceased sister, the bishop decided 
as follows: — "After having carefully 
considered the report you have made to 
me, it is my judgment that, as the 
law of the church and the law of tho 
land are both explicit, you could not 
have acted otherwise, though 1 know 
well that it has eiven you great pain 
'0 have been obliged so to act" 

Pere Hyacinthe's church now has 
GOO subscribing adherents, which sur- 
passes his early expectations, and 
among them is the Abbe Carrier, a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, and 
formerly almoner at Aix, who renounc- 
ed his appointment to join Pere Hya- 
c inthe in his work. 

The Methodist New Connection Con- 
ference, recently in session at Hudders- 
tield, England, reported 178 chapels, 
451 societies, 180 circuit preachers, I,- 
138 local preachers, 26,088 members — 
increase, 500 — and 4,131 probationers. 
In the Sunday schools are 77,250 schol- 
ars. Tho Rev. James E. Watts was 
elected President.

AND FIND IT IN RUINS.

London, July 21. — -Report has 
reached the Government from Natal 
announcing that tkc British army had 
reached Ulumli after a few skirmishes, 
in which small bodies of Zulus were 
killed, ft was found that the king's 
kraal and all surrounding kraals have 
heen burned by the Zulus 

Gen. Clifford telegraphs to the War 
Office from Pieternmritzburg, under 
date of July 4th, that Gen. Wolseloy 
was not able to land at Fort Durnford 
because of the surf, and that he 
returns to Durban to-day. He will 
proceed by land to join Lord Chelms- 
fords' division immediately. General 
Cliffords' dispatch continues as follows: 
A message from Lord Chelmsford dated 
June 30th says I have just informed 
the Zulu king that I must advance to 
the left bank of the river. T shall do 
so to-morrow; but I will stop hostilities 
ponding negotiations if my demands 
relative to captured cannon, etc., are 
complied with by J uly 3rd. My sup- 
plies will only permit my remaining 
here until July 10th. 

A white man with King Cetewayo 
states that the king has 20,000 men. 
The king is anxious to light, but the 
princes are not. 

A dispatch from Capo Town July 4th, 
says Gen. Wolseloy arrived at Fort 
Durnford July 2nd. Seven hundred 
Zulus with 700 head of cattle had sur- 
rendered.

Angola College— Midsummer Exam- 
ination. 

On Saturday last the main school-room 
of this rapidly increasing institution was 
crowded with the parents and friends of 
the pupils to hear the results of the sum- 
mer examination. Tho room had been 
tastofully decorated and the effect of tho 
white dresses, relioved by the different 
colored ribbons distinguishing the classes, 
was most pleasing. 

The Very Rev. the Dean, on behalf of 
Mrs. Mason, the Lady Principal, briefly 
set forth the main objects of tho College. 
He alluded in eulogistic terms to tho 
efficient manner in which Mrs. Mason 
had been assisted in her conduct of tho 
school by those engaged in teaching the 
various subjects. The numbers, steadily 
increasing, were now 40, and the results of 
the examination just over showed what 
good progress was being made in educa- 
tion. 

Sir Matthew Begbie, who presided, 
called upon tho Rev. Mogg to read his 
reports on those subjects in which he had 
been examining the school. They showed 
a most satisfactory rosult. Tho examiner 
pointed out in the different subjects the 
accuracy and diligence shown by the ma- 
jority of the students. In Scripture, the 
papers of Miss A. Good and Miss F. 
Jones, in tho first division; Misses A. 
Ward, O'Reilly and Reynard in tho 
second, and Misses N. Austin and E. 
Mason in tho third, wero worthy of special 
mention. In history and physical geo- 
graphy the average of the work done as 
shown by the papers sent in was very 
high. In tho former, those of tho Misses 
A. Good and F. Jones were very good; 
in tho latter Miss L. Richardson was first, 
giving up an excellent paper which ro- 
tlocted great credit on her diligence and 
the method employed by Miss Dupout in 
teaching this subject. In scionce the work 
showed a good general knowledge of tho 
early part of zoology, Miss Good taking 
tho lead. "Permit me," tho roport con- 
cludes, "to congratulate you on the effi- 
cient state of tho school as far as I have 
had tho honor of judging. To look over 
such good papors is rather a pleasure than 
a trouble." 

Tho lint of marks was then read anil the 
Chairman, before presenting the prizes, 
remarked that he had been looking at 
some of the papers and could, with 
pleasure, endorse what the examiner had 
said in his very favorable report.

When a largo job, probably costing 
several thousands of dollars, iike this 
is to be done it would have been the 
fairest course for Mr. Pearse towards 
the contractors and public generally to 
have had the job openly and honorably 
tendered for in the usual way that such 
things are done, rather than by giving 
tho work to one man with certain un- 
usual conditions. I think it is about 
time to invite the attention of our 
members to Ottawa to tho way of do- 
ing tho work out hero and asking 
them to interest themselves in such 
things so that no unfairness may be 
done and that a false and vicious sys- 
tem may be stopped.

Visit of tho Quoon to tho Ex-Ern- 
pross— Tho Doad Princo's Roal 
Position. 

[From tho Times.] 
London, June 24. — On Monday 
evening (yesterday) Queen Victoria ar- 
rived at the Chisclhurst station. Lord 
Sydney and Sir Edward Watkin, M. P. 
were there to receive her. The plat- 
form was covered with crimson cloth. 
There was a crowd of people locking 
on, but they observed a solemn silence. 
Even the officers did not seem to speak 
above a whisper. Her Majesty was ac- 
companied by the Princess Beatrice, 
Prince Leopold, Lady Ely, and Sir 
Henry Ponsonby. There were met by 
an open carriage, drawn by four horses, 
with postilions and outriders. They 
passed along the picturesque road, 
which is now gay with rhododendron 
flowers, and over a common covered 
with "yellow gorso." They ontered 
through the open gates of the grounds, 
and disappeared among the trees of 
Camden House. It is not a cheerful 
looking home. It is generally called 
Camden place. Camden, the antiquary, 
built it. He died here in 1G23, and 
was buried at Westminster Abbey. 
Visitors who make pilgrimages to Na- 
poleon III.'s tomb come round to look 
up at the window with a balcony on 
the first lloor next tho projecting wing, 
which belongs to the room where his 
Majesty died. On Sunday, without 
ceremony of any kind, the Queen went 
straight to Madame's room ; she was 
expected, it is true ; otherwise, she en- 
tered like some old friend staying in 
tho house, rather thon an illustrious 
visitor. They say she took the Em- 
press in her arms, and spoke to her in 
sisterly fashion, and that they wept 
together. Her Majesty stayed about 
an hour, and after the first, ebullition 
of grief, had a long consolatory talk 
with her sister in trouble. When they 
parted, the Empress was much calmer 
than she had hitherto been. Her 
mother, the Countess Montijo, at Ma- 
drid, has not yet been made acquainted 
with the calamity ; it is to be broken 
gradually to her, all the newspapers bo- 
ing kept from her. She is 80 years of 
age, and is the only blood relation of 
the Empress living. 

It had boon generally understood, 
and, indeed, was so declared in the 
leading papers, that Prince Louis was 
appointed a member of Lord Chelms- 
ford staff. This, it would seem, is not 
so ; he was literally "tho guest of the 
English army," which makes his death 
a still more painful and humiliating 
business. In the House of Lords, last 
night, the Duke of Cambridge put this 
matter in its true light by reading to 
their lordships tho following private 
letters which he wrote, one to Chelms- 
ford and one to Frerc, on the Prince 
attaching himself to the army in the 
field: 

[PrivateA Feb. 25. 

My Dear Chelmsford: — This letter 
will be presented to you by tho Princo 
Imperial, who is going out on his own ac- 
count to see as much as ho can of tho 
coming campaign in Zululand. He is ex- 
tremely anxious to go out, and wanted to 
be employed in our army, but the Govern- 
ment did not consider this could be sanc- 
tioned, but have sanctioned my 
writing to you and to Sir Bartlo 
Frero to say that if you can show him 
kindness and render him assistance to soe 
as much as he can with tho columns in the 
field, I hope you will do so. Ho is a fine 
young fellow, full of spirit and pluck, and 
having many old cadet friends in tho ar- 
tillery, ho will doubtless find no difficulty 
in getting on; and if you can help him in 
any way, pray do so. My only anxiety 
on his account would bo that he is too 
plucky and go ahead. I remain my dear 
Chelmsford, yours most sincerely,

The letter to Sir Bartle Frere was as 
follows: — 

My Dear Sih Bahtle Fkeiie: — I am 
anxious to make you acquainted with the 
Princo Imperial, who is about to proceed 
to Natal by to-morrow's packet, to soo as 
much as he can of tho coming campaign 
in Zululand in tho capacity of spectator. 
Ho was anxious to serve in our array, hav- 
ing been a cadet at Woolwich, but tho 
Government did not think that could bo 
sanctioned. But no objection is made to 
his going out on his own account, and I 
am permitted to introduce him to you and 
Chelmsford in tho hopo and with my 
personal request to you that you will give 
him every help in your power to enable 
him to seo what he can. I have written 
to Chelmsford to tho samo effect. Ho is 
a promising young man, full of spirit and 



energy, speaking English admirably, and 
the more you soo of him tho mora you 
will like him. He has many younsr friends 
in the artillery, and so I doubt not with 
your and Chelmsford's kind assistance 
he will get on well enough. I remain, 
my dear Sir Bartle, yours most sincerely.

NEW SOUTH WALKS. 

Defective drainage is causing many 
cases of typhoid fever in Sydney. 

The crop prospects are excellent. 

Preparations are going forward very 
successfully for the Exhibition. 

A measure has been introduced into 
the Legislative Assembly by the Pre- 
mier to prevent tho influx of criminals 
into New South "Wales. For the last 
two yoars criminals have been arriving 
in tho Colony from the French penal 
settlement at New Caledonia, and it is 
found that they generally become a 
charge upon the Government, eithor as 
paupers or offenders against the laws. 

Hon. Edward Butler is dead. 

VICTOR I A. 

At a meeting of the depositors of the 
Australian ami European Bank, held 
at Melbourne on Monday, June 9th, 
tho Committee of Investigation report- 
ed that they found that everything 
completelv represented the position of 
the bank,' and that £30,000 would fully 
cover any loss likely to accrue in con- 
nection with the present position of tho 
bank. By raising an additional ,£G0,- 
000, the capital would be increased 
from £\ 20,000 to .11 100,000. The bank 
opened on the following ^Yednesday. 

The Exhibition Commission has 
agreed to a proposition from the Syd- 
ney Commission that a collection of 
Australian minerals be collected in one 
group. Victoria will also have a gold 
pyramid at the Sydney Exhibition, re- 
presenting the amount of gold raised in 
Victoria. 

In Queensland Joseph Mutter was 
hanged on Monday, June 9th, for mur- 
dering Maria Josephine Steffen. The 
convict's head was completely sovered 
from his body by the rope. The acci- 
dent is attributed to the hardness of 
tho rope from the frost. 

In Western Australia splendid rains 
are falling everywhere, and ploughing 
is general. The lambing prospects are 
good. The registered rainfall for May 
is nearly 1 3 inches. 

China. 

The troops, 5,000 in number, sta- 
tioned at Nankin, are to be armed with 
Martini-Henry rifles. 

The torpedo boat ordered from Eng- 
land, which is said to be capable of 
steaming seventeen miles per hour, is 
expected in an early steamer. Tho 
completion of the four gunboats of the 
Alpha and Beta class, which were con 
tracted for last year through Mr. Hart, 
is ordered to be hastened. 

A short time ago a large native tea 
house at Long-kau, in the Sha-hsien 
Districs above Yeuping, took fire. The 
proprietor, learning that his property 
would be iooted, locked up the prem- 
ises. The inmates, including many 
women and children, engaged in pick- 
ing tea, were thus unable to escape as 
the fire progressed, and about 130 per- 
sons were burned to death. The pro- 
prietor has been arrested by the man- 
darins and is to be tried for arson. 

The new teas are rapidly coming in 
at Hankow, but buyers are not over 
anxious in purchasing. 

A letter from Tsi-nau fu of tho 8th 
of May gives ghomy apprehensions 
about the grain harvest in the west of 
Shantung. 

There is still a drouth in Shensi, 
May 30tb, and if rain does not fall 
there will very likely be another 
famine. 

In the Tokio library there are 90,- 
3-15 volumes of Japanese and Chinese 
books and 1 1,077 volumes of foreign 
books. 

The wife of Mr. Ch'u, in Tlongkew, 
Shanghai, has borne four children at 
one birth — two daughters and two sons. 

Japan. 

'Die young Prince Henry of Germa- 
ny, after a brief stay in the metropolis, 
has taken leave of His Majesty, the 
Mikado, and rejoined his ship. It is 
said he will visit Hakodate. 

No further steps have been taken in 
the matter of treaty revision. The 
anxiety of the Government to deal with 
this question seems to have, subsided, 
for now that everything is in train 
they make no sign. 

Cholera, which made its appearance 
in 1877 and lingered through 1878, is 
reported to be raging with varying in- 
tensity in the south part of the Em- 
pire. 

A considerable business has been done 
in cotton yarn during tho past fortnight. 
Thcro are no unsold stocks, and contracts 
have been made at reasonably satisfactory 
prices for„dolivery during July and Au- 
gust next, of about 4000 bales. 

The Streets aro not merely swept 
in Paris— they are cleanod. The po- 
liceman is responsible for the clean- 
liness of his beat. He may earlj in 
the morning be seen superintending tho 
operation of the dirt carts, and not a 
shovelful of debris is left. The remov- 
al of garbage is effected without any 
encumbrance on the sidowalk by ash- 
boxes or barrels. Before seven o'clock 
in the morning the Parisian housekeep- 
er must have the accumulated waste of 
the household dumped in the gutter in 
front of his residence. This may seem 
slovenly to an American, but tho city 
garbage cart is punctual to the minute. 
There are no complaints in the Parisian 
papers of his neglect; no letters from 
indignant citizens, as in New York, 
tho burden of whose song is, "The 
street I live in has not been cleaned 
since last fall." It may bo in place 
here to say that the Parisians burn 
little hard coal, and are thereby saved 
the annoyance of coal ash and dust. 
The cleaning of the Parisian boulevard 
is never done. In summer when the 
sweeper ends the sprinkler begins his 



work. It goes on from morning till 
night. Dust is an impossibility. The 
smooth, evenly-graded surface, for 
miles falling on either side with a gen- 
tle curve towards the curb, is as clean 
as a carrirgo drive leading to the por- 
tals of the palace. At intervals you 
may see an iron roil with a number at 
the top driven into the ground ; pendent 
from it is a tin case, apparently made 
for the reception of papers. This rod 
and belongings seem a portion of the 
street-cleaner's paraphernalia, and ap- 
parently fix certain limits of his work] 

Praachors and Churches. 



A choral festival, in which the paro 
chial choirs of Wiltshire and Dorset 
shire took part, has been held in Salis 
bury Cathedral. There were Ml choirs 
in attendance, comprising 1,G05 trebles, 
270 altos, 458 tenors, and 550 basses. 

The civil authorites of Austria aro 
energetically suppressing Protestant 
worship in the Empire Misson Church- 
es in Prague, Vienna, and elsewhere, 
and Bible readings have been suppress- 
ed under threat of fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Rev. Dr. Case, Canon of Clifton, and 
Rev. William Roberts, a relative of 
Cardinal Manning, have withdrawn 
from the Anglican and joined the Ro- 
man Church. Several other with- 
drawals are expected soon. Secessions 
seem to be increasing of late. 

The evangelist, the Rev. E. P. Ham 
mond, has returned to his homo in Ver- 
non, Conn, from his campaign in ( 'an 
ada, Ho worked in Brantford, Cha- 
tham and Guelphas centres, and it is 
estimated that not less than 4,000 poi- 
sons were converted at his meetings. 

A Presbyterian minister in Colorado 
has withinayearorganized twochurches, 
built one houso of worship and a par- 
sonage, bought a church organ, estab- 
lished two Sunday schools and three 
prayer-meetings, taught three catechism 
classes, and supplied six preaching sta- 
tions. 

A splendid new Greek- Church with 
sitting accomodation for 1,000 worship- 
pers has been opened in Moscow road, 
Bayswater. As there is no Greek bish- 
op stationed in England the ceremony 
of consecration has been postponed, Dut 
a short dedicatory service lias rendered 
tho building available for ecclesiastical 
purposes.

MUNICIPAL BYLAW, 

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tho City bounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Broad street and on tho West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to contru of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have thoir outside 
Walk and party Walls niado of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foot 
above Wall Plate of Hoof, and party Walla 
shall also extend to samo height above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walla snail 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho caao of 
Gables the Walls are to bo carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as appliod in this 
Section, shall not includo Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4. The Woodon Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of tho Victoria Firo 
Department, approved by a majority of 
tho Firo Wardens, which permit sluill 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit Hhall be givon 
if any increase will be made by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in tho size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or If such repairs or alterations 
will increaso the value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cont. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kopt on file in tho 
ollice of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it Btands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Woodon 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by firo to tho extent of one-half 
or more of its actual valuo, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notico shall within ten days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
reiiuireirionts thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteon inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the caso may 
be, brick walls to bo not less than twolvo 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings — 
Foundations to bo not less than twonty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, aa 
the caso may be. Brick Walk — Ground 
floor to bo not loss than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fin conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or moro than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new ofl'enco and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Firo Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Woodon Buildings, 1879."
